Employes of newspapers, it 
matters not in what capacity they 
may be, are not entitled to de- 
ferred classification nor any form 
of..exemption from military ser- 
vice. .And the employes of news- 
papers. do, not wish to be. This 
fact was pisplayed when on the 
war’s breaking out a greater per- 
onptage of the men in this busi- 
ness ‘‘got in’’ than in almost if 
not quite any other busin ss. 
Right-minded men in the game 
are not asking for any unusual 
eonsideration. Everybody reali- 
zes the importance of the news- 
pepers. It is in some respects an 
essential institution, almost as 
much so as farming and manufac- 
turing, but it has been the theory 
of the men in the ‘‘game’’—they 
always refer to it as ‘‘the game”’ 
rather than as the business or 
profession—that some way or oth- 
er the newspapers would get out 
in their absence. 

Nobody ever heard of a news- 
paper’s going under because 
somebody quit it, did he? Cer. 
tainly not. You never heard of 
a, newspaper's. failing to make an 
issue for any cause, did you? Of 
course not. Nobody ever did. It 
is just one of the things that 
doesn’t. happen. 

Proprietors of a newspaper may 
die, the plant may burn down and 
the managing editor become wild- 
ly. intoxicated all on the same 
day, but the paper will issue that 
day, some time.
